^Net.wockAtLL ake Count yjmd its formation would enable 
the group as a whole to applyTora~federal grants" 
. The federal monies would provide approximately 
$109,000 .and would be met with $30,400 from the towns, 
involved. This would operate at a cost of $3,100 to $4,700 for 
each town individually. 

CONSIDERATION FOR this project would be included

Much of the money would be used to purchase radio 
systems which would be worn by village police officers. 
This would eliminate officers having to call the police 
station and compete with other radio bands.

If you eat 
more . calories than your body 
can use in its normal, daily activ-

How much food does::' a 
baby need? The amount of 
breast milk or formula and 
food a child requires depends 
on many factors such as size, 
activity and rate of growth.
